New^OIeomargarine Law. 

For the dairy int<?rests of thia 
section we publish the vital feat¬ 
ure of the new Olemargarlne Law, 
which was finally passed by Con? 
gre-ss, April 2 S, 1902 , and signed by 
President Eoo.seve]t May 9 , 

*'Sec. 8. That upon olemargar- 
ipe which shall be manufactured 
and sold, or removed for consurap- 
lion or use, there shall be assessed 
and collected a tax of ten cents per 
pound, to be paid by the raauufac- 
turer .thereof; and any fr'acfcioiial 
part of a pound in a package shall 
bo tfixed as a pound; Provided, 
When oleomargaripe is free from 
artificial coloration that causes it 
to look like butter of auy.shade of 
yellow said tax shall be one-fourth 
of one cent per pound, 

“And any person . that sells, 
vends, or furnishes oleomargarine 
for the use and consumption of 
others, except to hi's own family 
table without compepsation, who 
shall add to or mix with such oleo¬ 
margarine any artificial coloration 
that causes it to look like butter of 
any shade of yellow shall also be 
held to be a manufacturer of oleo¬ 
margarine within the meaning of 
said Act, and subject to the provi 
Sion thereof.”
